3. To force pool and integrate all separately owned tracts, mineral leases and other property
interests within the unit so created, with each tract sharing in unit production on a surface
acreage basis of participation.

hereby defined as being that gas and condensate bearing zone encountered between the measured depths
of 13,280' and 14,570' (ELM) in the Texaco (formerly Superior Oil) - State Lease 356 No. A-1 Well,
located in Section 18, Township 20 South, Range 25 East.
